peror and the Pope was finally concluded on the 48th 
That Prince Pugene arrived there the 3cth trom Holland. 
and having waited On the Empéror, gave him an ac. 
count of the poftune of 4f',irsin the Netherlands and 
onthe Rhine; and that his nighne(s has declar’d thas 
he is to return to Bruflels towards the end ot the 
Next Month, upon which account the Conterences 
about the Operations of the Next Campaign wereto 
begin the next day at Court. hat the Marqutts Letra. 
no is arriv’d there from Barcelona, and has given the 
Emperor an account of the State of Affairs on that 
fide, whereupon, ‘tts faid, orders ave fent to the In. 
perial Troops defign’d for Catalonia, to hold them. 
felves in a readinefs to imbark as foon as the Treaty 
with the Pope is Ratify'd : That the Courier, from 
the Marquis de Prie, is expeted with abundance of 
Impatience, with the confirmation and particulars of 
the Treaty céncluded between the Emperor and the 
Pope: That from Leghorn’tis advis’d, that the Confe. 
derate Squadron which errivd there the 5th Inftant 
from Barcelona, under the Command of Rear Admira} 
Whitaker, confifts of 13 Britifh and 3 Dutch Men of 
War, 5 Traniports, : Firefhips, 3 Bomb-veffels, 2 
Score-fhips and an Hofpiral-fhip: That they are taking 
in Frefh Provifions, and that another Squadron under 
the Command of Sir George Bing is daily expected, 
who, as ‘tis: faid, is to take on Board fome Imperial] 
‘Troops at Naples in order to reduce Sicily, whilit pare 
of the Fleet, will convey fome reintorcements from 
Jtaly for King Charles. The Letters from the Hague 
Jeb, is mn advte that the Duke of Marlborough js 
expeCted fro:a wruffels by the middle of the next week, 
nd that as reporced there will be a confiderable Al. 


teiaticn la the Rerency af the Spanifh Netherlands ; 
That the Mareicial de Bonfllcors has been very ill at 
Ypres. That the Prince of Molfcin Beck continues to 


take all poflible precautions tor ‘he fecurity of Lille: 
That trom Berlin they advife that the King of Prufia 
has given the Prince Royal leave to go into the Ne.
